The greatest naval battle bince Navarino 


BM been fought, with terrific loss of life.— 
The total destruction is twenty-one ships of 
*ar, with several transports. 


On the 30th of November, the entire 


.Russian fleet from Sebastopel, under Admi- 
ral Jlaehikoff, consisting of twenty-four 
Bail, appeared off the Turkish harbor of 
Sinope, where Vice Admiral Osinan Pasha 
lay with fourteen Turkish vessels. 
The 


battle immediately commenced, and the 
shore batteries beiug of BO use, the Russians 
succeeded in forcing the harbor. 


The Turks fought like devilo, and would 


aot surrender. 
With most desperate brave- 


ry they fought until one ship after another 
•was sunk, blown up, burned, or destroyed. 
Seven Turkish frigates, two corvettes, one 
steamer, and three transports, with several 
thousand men, were totally lost, the men 
all perishing. 
Osuiaa Pasha, Turkish Vice- 


Admiral, was taken prisoner. 


Each of the Turkish ships, besides their 


crew, bad SOO troops on their way to Cir- 
cassia. 
They also bad money to pay the 


fleet, all of which was lost, 


Tha Turks, notwithstanding the destruc- 


tion of til their vessels, sunk seven Russian 
ships, two of their line of battle ships, three 
frigates and two steamers. 
The battle last- 


ed only one hour. 
The remainder of the 


Russian fleet was so shattered that it could 
scarcely reach Sebastopel. 


All Europe was in a furor of excitement, 


and the opinion is general that a European 
war can no longer bs averted. 


The news of the Russian victory made a 


most painful impresaon ia England, and 
the whole press denounces the ministry, and 
demands that their fleet be put in active 
operation for the Turks. 
The Times once 


more sounds the war trumpet, and calls for 
speed j action. 


The Russians continued to gain the ad- 


vantage, but theft loss in the great naval 
engagement, under the circumstances, is 
fully equal to that of the Turks. 
. On the Irse of the Danube there was no 
movements. 


Osmin JJe7 was on board the flap-ship 


which rapidly sunk. 
He was, with his 


crew, taken on board the Russian ship. 


Upon the receipt of this information, the 


British and French Ambassadors at Con- 
stantinople, immediately despatched two 
steam frigates from the combined squadrons 
to Sinope, and two other steam frigates to 
Varna, for the purpose of procuring precise 
intelligence. 
Upon the return of these 


vessels, it was thought probable that the 
combined fleets would receive orders to en-

Immense JJeslrttction of Property—Seven

NJCW Yonii) Dec. 27.—A tan early hour 


this morning, during the prevalence of a 
strong northwest wind, a fire broke out iti 
the immense cracker bakery establishment, 
on Front street, near Peck Slip, and in a 
short time extended to South street, laying 
waste a vast amount of valuable property. 
Seven wholesale establishments Were com- 
pletely destroyed, viz : Treadwell ic Son's 
bakery on Front street, D. W. Mann, Wa- 
ring & Co., Jotoes & Rowland, C. Harris & 
Co., N. W. Reynolds & Co., Dusenbury's 
bell foundry, and Davidson & Young's 
extensive cracker bakery. 
Several other 


buildings were greatly damaged. 
Mr. 


Newuiau, formerly of Baltimore, is among 
the sufferers. A portion of the Fourth 
Ward House was also consumed. Jones, 
Eoland & Co. suffered a loss of §40,000, 
but are insured. 


The flames on approaching South street 


communicated by the aid of the strong wind 
to several of the most valuable ships in 
port. 
Among them Donald McKay's 


mammoth ship, the Great Republic. lier 
rigging first took—the flames then extended 
over the noble ship with alarming rapidity, 
and in a short time, despite every exertion, 
she was burned to the water's edge, and 
scuttled, but the water was too shallow to 
allow of her being sunk. 
Her cargo con- 


sisting of a vast amount of flour, wheat, 
corn beef, &c.; will be saved in a damaged 
state. 


The Great Republic was an entirely new 


vessel, and the largest sailing mercantile 
craft it is said in the world. It was stated 
only a few days since thst a Baltimore 
house had offered to purchase her from her 
owner, Mr. McKay, for 820,000 more than 
her original cost. She recently c*me from 
Boston (where she was built at a cost of 
8300,000,) to New York, to load for Liver- 
pool and Australia. 
The insurance on the 


ship and freight money is as follows: In 
Boston 820,000; New York 8225,000, and 
ia Philadelphia 330,000, which, it is sup- 
posed, will cover the loss of her owners. 


While the Great Republic was on fire, 


the flames communicated to the ships Jo- 
seph Walker, White Squall, Red Rover, 
and De Witt Clinton, presenting a scene at 
once awful and grand, which was witnessed 
by thousands of spectators, while the fire- 
men nobly battled with the devouring ele- 
ment. 


The Joseph Walker was soon entirely 


destroyed, and at low tide her keel touched 
bottom. She was of 1,326 
tons burthen, 


and valued at 880,000, for which amount 
she was insured in the Mercantile, Mutual, 
Atlantic, Sun, and New York Insurance 
Companies. Her cargo consisted of 20,- 
000 bushels of grain, 500 bbls. of resin and 
430 cases of cotton goods. 
The grain was 


insured in an English company's office. 


The ship White Squall was towed down 


stream in flamed. She was of 1,100 tons 
burtheu, valued at 89,000, and owned by 


rioters finally fled, but were pursued by the 
pulice, and upward of sixty of their number 
captured and placed in the cells of the watch- 
houcc.
